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Shaw Jury Chosen; Trial

NEW ORLEANS'* Feb. 5— 
The final Juror was chosen for 
the Clay Shaw trial today, set- 
ting the stage for Thursday’s 
opening statement by District 
Attorney Jim Garrison charg- 
ing a conspiracy to assassinate 
President John F. Kennedy. 

After 14 wearisome days of 
screening more than 1200 po- 
tential jurors, the panel of 12 
men and two alternates was 
completed with the approval 
of John R. Burlet, 46, presi- 
dent of a local crane service, 
as the second alternate. 

Now the spotlight turns to 
Garrison, the crusading prose- 
cutor with the imposing six- 
foot-six frame who has con- 
tended for two years that he 
can prove an assassination 
plot and discredit the Warren 
Commission’s finding that Lee 
Harvey Oswald acted alone. 

Garrison's opener will be 
scrutinized for clues as to how 
far he hopes to go in attempt- 
ing to back up more wide- 
ranging charges that have, im- 
plicated the Warren Commis- 
sion, the Central Intelligence 
Agency and the Johnson Ad- 
ministration. 

The opening statement will 
be watched with particular in- 
terest in Washington, where 
General Sessions Court Judge 
Charles W. Halleck, asked by 
Garrison to compel production 
of Kennedy autopsy photo- 
graphs, is waiting for an indi- 
cation that the pictures and 
X-rays are germane to Garri- 
son’s case. 

Strictly speaking, Garrison 
could convict Shaw of conspir- 
ing with Lee Harvey Oswald 
and the late David Ferrie to 
murder the President without 
simultaneously “trying" the 
Warren Report. But few ob- 
servers expect Garrison to 
confine his case to Louisiana, 
where he says the plot was 
hatched, and to avoid the 
events in Dallas. 

Judge Halleck has chal- 
lenged Garrison to support his 
written contention that he 
knows the pictures will help 
prove murder by crossfire 
rather than rifle shots from 
one direction as the Commis- 
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sion founa. 

Finally, Judge Halleck must 
decide whether the documents 
are potected from disclosure 
by a Federal documents stat- 
ute and an agreement between 
the National Archives and the 
Kennedy family, which op- 
poses “sensationalized" use of 
the gruesome autopsy mate- 
rial. 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
,(D-Mass.) was quoted today by 
Sen. Russell Long (D-La.) as 
saying that the Kennedy fam- 
ily opposes Garrison’s request 
because it considers his case a 
“farce." 

In Washington, Judge Hat 
leek told newsmen that a hear* 
ing on Garrison’s request had 
been postponed until Feb. 14 
by agreement between Garri- 
son’s aides and the Justice De- 
partment, which is opposing 
the request. 

The jurors, who are seques- 
tered to shield them from pub- 
licity and any possibility of 
tampering, were photographed 
today at their motel in a ses- 
sion supervised and directed 
by Criminaa Court Judge Ed- 
ward A. Haggerty jTr. ' ; j j 

Judge Haggerty has forbid- 
den other photographs of the 
jurors and has threatened con 
tempt citations if any tmau- 
thorized pictures are -pub- 
lished. 

During the lighthearted pic- 
turetaking meeting next to 
the motel’s swimming pool, 
the judge relayed to photogra-

phers one Juror’s request for 
prints of the group pictures. 
The judge obliged photogra- 
phers by telling the jurors, 
who did not seem to mind, to 
walk once around the pool 
while cameras snapped and 
ground away. 

He also authorized a guide 
tour of the jury’s quarters, in- 
cluding four motel rooms for 
sleeping, an exercise room 



filled with rented and pur- 
chased machines and barbells 
requested by a few jurors and 
a security room manned by po- 
lice and sheriff’s deputies 
around the clock. 

A deputy is assigned to each 
sleeping room, three of which 
house three jurors each with 
the remaining five jurors in 
the fourth room. 

Deputies said they are kept 



busy relaying messages from 
families through the judges 
and sheriff to the jurors and 
back again. Jurors are not per- 
mitted to talk directly with 
relatives but one guard said 
the security room telephone 
rings “all night long.” 

Judge Haggerty said he 
would do almost anything to 
ease the jurors’ confinement 
of six-to-elght weeks. But he 



drew the line at requests to go 
golfing and horseback riding. 

Buriet, the last panel mem- 
ber, was approved after telling 
counsel that he once heard a 
lecture on international trade 
by Shaw, former member of 
the International Trade Mart 
here, and had discussed “Rush 
to Judgment," a book attack* 
ing -the Warren Report with 
his family.
